Fdtow-BipresenUUives : 

For  this  emphatic  expression  of  your  confidence  and 
esteem  I  sincerely  thank  you  Coming  to  this  chair  for 
the  fifth  time,  I  fully  appreciate  the  high  honor  conferred 
and  the  difficult  and  delicate  duties  imposed,  and  I  am 
none  the  less  aware  that  no  ability  nor  experience  can 
reach  the  greatest  measure  of  success  in  its  administration 
without  your  cordial  assistance  and  support.  But  I  re- 
joice to  believe  that  the  emphatic  and  complimentary  vote 
you  have  just  given  justifies  the  anticipation  that  that 
happy  spirit  of  harmony  is  to  prevail,  and  I  assure  you 
that  the  Chair  will  do  nothing  intentionally  to  suffer  it  to 
be  disturl>ed. 

We  meet  here  to-day  for  the  first  time,  many  of  us 
personally  strangers  to  each  other.     We  have  come  from 
many  paths  and  pursuits  in  life,  from  widely  diversified 
occupations  and  experiences,  so  to  mingle  and  weld  our 
individual  opinions  as  that  they  shall  crystalize  into  the 
legislation   we  enact  to  promote  the  highest  welfare  of 
this  ancient   and   honored   Commonwealth.     I  trust  we 
shall  have   a   successful   session.     It  remains  for  us   to 
determine.     Only  by  promptness,  punctuality,  diligence 
and  a  faithful  subordination  to  other  duties  elsewhere  to 
the  work  here  can  we  accomplish  that  result.     Our  duty 
is  here.     Our   presence  is  required  in  this  place.     The 
interests  wiB  have  in  charge  are  vast,  varied  and  impor- 
tant.    We  come  here  charged  with  a  great  responsibility 
and  a  solemn  trust.     The  duties  we  have  to  do  cannot  be 
neglected  at  our  hands.     Those  whom  we  represent  have 
the  right  to  require  of  us  the  best  service  it  is  possible 
for  us  to  render.     No  man  is  worthy  of  a  seat  in  a  legisla- 
tive hall  who  comes  to  the  service  indiff'erent   to   the  ob- 
ligation that  rests  upon  him.     The  Chair  will  endeavor 
to  do  its  part  in  the  work. 

I  also  hope  for  us  an  early  termination  of  our  labors. 
Only  by  attendance  upon  the  work  here  and  in  the  com- 
mittee rooms  can  that  possibly  be  done.  Of  recent  years 
there  has  grown  up  the  somewhat  pernicious  custom  of 
ssj^igning  members  to  appointment  upon  more  than  one 
important  and  hard-worked  committee.  There  is  nothing, 
it  seems  to.  me  from  my  experience,  that  so  tends  to 
lengthen  out  the  session  and  prolong  our  work  as  this 
inability  of  members  properly  to  discharge  the  onerous 
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duties  they  have  thus  imposed.  There  is  a  law  that  is 
even  above  legishitive  control  that  a  man  cannot  be  in  two 
places  at  one  and  the  same  time.  It  is  this  appointment 
upon  places  that  cannot  be  filled  which  requires  absence 
from  one  committee  or  the  other  that  are  sitting  simul- 
taneously, and  thus  destroys  the  attendance  of  a  quorum, 
postpones  engagements  and  lengthens  the  session.  It 
also  destroys  the  efficiency  of  the  momber  for  an  intelli- 
gent understanding  of  the  subjects  presented  and  mars  his 
efficiency  as  a  public  officer.  The  Chair  will  endeavor  as 
far  as  possible  to  obviate  this  difficulty. 

This  is  no  idle  or  holiday  occupjition.  It  is  a  sacred  and 
solemn  trust  committed  to  our  hands,  for  which  we  are, 
and  should  be,  held  responsible.  Thus  feeling,  thus 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  year,  let  us  with  one 
accord,  in  harmony  and  good  fellowship,  lifting  ourselves 
above  selfish  ends  and  partisan  prejudice,  attempt  to  do 
for  this  old  Commonwealth  the  work  it  would  have  come 
from  our  hands ;  so  shall  we  make  a  record  that  shall 
add  new  lustre  to  this  ancient  State,  and  a  record  that 
shall  be  a  glory  to  us  when  the  sound  of  our  voices  shall 
be  no  longer  heard  hall,  and  we  shall  have  become  of 
those  that  have  ceased  to  labor  in  earthly  work.  The 
Chair  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  House.

Senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  present  and  voting  thereon,  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  both  Houses,  with  the  ye:is  and  nays 
taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  General  Court  next  to 
be  chosen  ;  and  that  said  article  be  published,  to  the  end 
that  if  agreed  to  by  the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their 
approval  and  ratification,  in  order  that  it  may  become  a 
part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE    OP    AMENDMENT. 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  be 
used  as  a  beverage  are  prohibited.  The  General  Court 
shall  enact  suitable  legislation  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  article.

McCooey  of  Blackstoue  moved  to  amend  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  bill,  printed  as  House,  No.  96  ;  and  pending  that 
question,  the  report,  on  his  further  motion,  was  postponed 
and  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  the  next  day. 
i  )n  the  following  Monday,  the  report  was  farther  con- 
sidered.    After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been 
ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Fisk  of  Boston,  the  bill  was 
substituted  by  a  vote  of  ninety-five  to  eighty -five,  and 
under  House  Rule  6L  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day 
for  the  next  dav  for  a  second  reading:. 

On  Monday,  the  twentieth  of  February,  the  bill  was

the  committee.  Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester  asked  the 
opinion  of  the  Chair  whether  the  objection  was  seasonable 
after  the  action  upon  the  bill. 

Without  entering  upon  the  merits  of  the  objection  to 
the  bill  raised  by  the  gentleman  from  Boston,  the  Chair 
feels  called  upon  to  consider  the  suggestion  of  the  gentle- 
man from  Worcester.  Can  the  parliamentary  objection 
that  a  hill  is  improper  in  a  technical  sense  be  entertained 
after  the  measure  has  been  substituted  for  a  report  of  a 
committee  by  the  House?  The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  cannot. 

A  substitute  bill  occupies  the  position  of,  and  must  be 
treated  as,  an  amendment. 

In  this  view  the  question  at  issue  is  a  very  simple  one. 
The  substitute  bill  in  question,  having  been  adopted  in 
amendment  of  the  report  by  the  House,  takes  the  place  of 
the  report,  and  is  the  only  subject  for  further  action. 
Were  it,  then,  an  amendment  to  a  bill  which  had  been 
adopted  and  become  a  part  of  the  bill,  would  such  an  ob- 
jection be  entertained?  The  Chair  is  clearly  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  held  untenable,  and  that  such  an  objection 
should  be  raised,  if  at  all,  while  the  motion  to  amend  is 
pcndmg. 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  the  substitute  offered 
by  the  gentleman  from  Blackstone  was  open  to  the  objec- 
tion raised  by  the  gentleman  from  Boston  at  any  time 
prior  to  its  adoption  by  the  House ;  but,  after  the  delib- 
emte  action  of  the  House  in  its  substitution,  such  objection 
is  too  late. 
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The  law  of  parliamentary  procedure  rightly  limits  the 
time  when  mere  technical  objections,  like  the  one  before 
us,  can  be  entertained  on  the  theory  that  by  its  deliberate 
action  on  the  merits  of  the  subject-matter  the  House  is  to 
be  deemed  to  have  waived  parliamentary  objections. 

With  the  merits  of  a  measure  it  is  not  the  province  of 
the  Chair  to  deal. 

Being  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  before  us 
has  received  such  action  of  the  House  as  to  entitle  it  to  be 
further  considered  alone  on  its  merits  as  a  subject  for  lc<r- 
islative  action,  the  Chair  rules  that  the  objection  of  the 
gentleman  from  Boston  is  not  seasonably  raised  and  can- 
not be  entertained. 

The  bill  is  properly  before  the  House. 

Mr.  Henry  of  Fall  River  raised  the  point  of  order  that 
the  bill  is  obnoxious  to  House  Rule,  No.  47,  inasmuch  a^ 
it  was  not  reported  on  a  petition  duly  presented,  or  suIh 
stituted  for  a  report  upon  a  petition.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  inex- 
pedient to  legislate,  on  an  order  relative  to  so  far  amend- 
ing chapter  20T  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  particularly 
sections  29,  30,  36  and  42  thereof,  as  will  establish  a 
maximum  and  minimum  sentence  for  such  offences  as  are 
therein  described,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Symonds  of 
Salem,  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to-morrow. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Labor,  leave  to  with- 
draw, on  petitions  of  Herbert  N.  Gammons  and  others  for 
legislation  restricting  the  hours  of  labor  to  10  in  12  on 
street  railways  in  cities  containing  100,000  inhabitants, 
was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Quincy  of  Quincy,  postponed  for 
further  consideration  until  to-morrow. 

The  Bill  to  secure  greater  care  in  the  transmission  and 
delivery  of  telegraphic  messages  was  read  a  third  time 
and  considered.  Mr.  Barrett  of  Melrose  moved  to 
amend  by  adding  a  new  section,  as  follows :  *«  Section  2. 
Section  3  of  chapter  380  of  the  Acts  of  1885  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  *  thereto' 
and  substituting  therefor  the  words  *  but  this  exemption 
shall  not  apply  to  any  town  of  more  than  4,000  inhabit- 
ants, if  there  is  but  one  public  telegraph  station  in  such 
Point  of  order,  towu.' "  Mr.  Griswold  of  Greenfield  raised  the  point  of 
order  that  the  amendment  was  broader  than  the  scope  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  order  on  which  the  bill  was  re- 
ported, and  therefore  not  in  order.  The  Speaker  declared 
the  point  not  well  taken.  The  amendment  was  adopted, 
and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence,  its  title  having  been  changed  by 
the  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  so  that  it 
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read  *^  Bill  to  amend  an  act  to  secure  greater  care  in  the 
traosinission  of  telegraphic  messages." 

The  Bill  relating  to  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  of  courts 
and  the  payment  of  fees  in  the  Superior  Court  and  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  was  read  a  third  time,  amended 
as  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third 
Reading,  and,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in 
concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ment and  the  amendments  previously  adopted  by  the 
House. 

At  twenty-seven  minutes  past  one  o'clock,  adjourned, 
the  House  having  previously  voted  to  suspend  the  rule 
relating  to  recess,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hall  of  Taunton. 
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Wednesday,  April  18,  1888. 
Met  according  to  adjournment. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Chaplain.

Limit  of  num.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Parkmanof  Boston,  the  Bill  to  Wmit 
iieeneed  for'the  the  uumbcr  of  placcs  Hceused  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
toi*uqno«r*^*"  liquors  was  taken  from  the  table.  On  the  pending 
question  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Flynn  of  Boston,  to  wit, 
that  the  bill  is  improperly  before  the  House,  the  subject 
having  been  finally  disposed  of  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  Liquor  Law,  no  legislation 
necessary,  on  so  much  of  the  Governor's  Address  as  relates 
to  the  subject  of  the  liquor  traffic,  the  Speaker  ruled  as 
follows :  — 

Among  the  matters  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
Liquor  Law  are  the  following : 

First.  So  much  of  the  Governor's  Address  as  relates 
to  the  liquor  traffic,  referred  under  an  order  reported  by 
the  committee  on  Rules,  January  9. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  this  portion  of  the  Executive 
Message  are : 

1.  Limiting  the  number  of  licensed  places  in  cities  and 
towns  voting  in  favor  of  authorizing  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor. 

2.  Increasing  the  tax  imposed  upon  such  places. 
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3.  Payment  into  the  State  Treasury  of  the  sums  thus 
received. 

4.  Bestricting  licenses  to  legal  voters  in  the  city  or 
town  in  which  their  business  is  to  be  pursued. 

Second.  The  order  adopted  January  18,  instructing 
the  committee  to  consider  the  expediency  of  limiting  by 
law  the  number  of  places  where  licenses  may  be  granted 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  in  towns  and  cities  voting  in 
favor  of  such  licenses. 

Third.  The  order  adopted  January  19,  instructing 
them  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the 
law  as  to  reduce  the  number  of  places  where  intoxicating 
liquors  may  be  sold  in  towns  and  cities  voting  '*  Yes  "  to 
one  for  each  five  hundred  inhabitants. 

Fourth.  The  order  adopted  January  26,  relative  to 
providing  that  the  minimum  fees  for  license  to  sell  intoxi- 
cating liquor  shall  not  be  less  than  the  maximum  fee  now 
allowed  by  law ;  and 

FifUi.  The  order  adopted  January-  30,  instructing  them 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  limiting  the  number  of 
places  where  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  sold  in  towns 
and  cities  voting  ^'Yes"  to  one  to  each  one  thousand 
inhabitants. 

On  March  20  the  committee  made  a  majority  and 
minority  report  upon  the  orders  of  January  19  and 
•lanuary  30,  relating  to  limiting  the  number  of  licensed 
places,  the  former  reporting  House  No.  271,  and  the  latter 
recommending  House  No.  273  as  a  substitute  therefor. 

Acting  upon  this  report  April  4,  the  House  substi- 
tuted for  No.  271,  No.  273,  the  bill  now  under  considera- 
tion. 

On  March  29  the  committee  reported  on  so  much  of 
the  Governor's  Message  as  had  been  referred  to  them, 
that  no  legislation  is  necessary  thereon.  This  latter 
report  was  accepted  by  the  House  March  80  and  by  the 
Senate  April  6. 

House  Bill  No.  273,  having  been  thus  substituted  for 
the  majority  bill,  is  still  pending,. the  question  being  on 
its  engrossment. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Boston  raises  the  point  of  order  that 
further  action  of  the  House  on  the  bill  is  precluded  by 
the  concurrent  acceptance  of  the  report  of  March  29, 
no  legislation  necessary  on  the  Governor's  Message. 

What,  then,  is  the  meaning  and  effect  of  that  report 
and  of  its  acceptance  by  the  two  branches  ? 
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Parliamentary  bodies  establishing  rules  and  orders  for 
the  regulation  of  their  business  wisely  limit   the  time 
within  which  matters  may  be  considered,  and  provide  that, 
when  finally  disposed  of,  a  subject  shall  not  be  renewed 
at  the  same  session.     The  reason  and  importance  of  such 
rules  are  obvious.     Mr.  Speaker  Jewell,  in  alluding  to 
this  subject,  well  says  (H.  J.,  1870,  p.  480)  :    **  It  is  a 
maxim  of  jurisprudence  that  it  is  for  the  public  advantage 
that  strifes  should  come  to  an  end.     It  is  equally  for  the 
public  interest  that  contentions  in  what  our  fathers  called 
the  Great  and  General  Court  should  be  settled  once  for 
all.     Many  persons  have  a  deep  interest  in  the  matters 
heard  before  committees.     They  appear  in  person  or  by 
counsel,  and,  when  the  subject  is  by  report  of  the  com- 
mittee brought  before  the  Legislature,  they  appear  here 
to  influence  the  action  of  members,  as  they  have  the  right 
to  do.     When  the  matter  is  once  disposed  of  they  depart, 
and  suppose  they  may  do  so  in  safety.     They  have  a  right 
to  believe  their  interests  no  longer  require  their  presence." 
None  the  less  the  public  at  large  have  the  right  to  rely 
upon  the  final  settlement  of  questions  of  moment,  and  to 
feel  secure  therein.     So  much  is  necessary  for  the  repose 
of  society. 

In  accordance  with  such  a  principle.  House  Rule,  No. 
48,  provides  that 

'*When  a  bill,  order,  petition,  memorial  or  remon- 
strance has  been  finally  rejected,  no  measure  substantially 
the  same  shall  be  introduced  by  any  committee  or  member 
during  the  same  session." 

The  rule  has  been  interpreted  by  several  of  the  eminent 
parliamentarians  who  have  occupied  this  chair ;  by  Mr. 
Speaker  Phelps  (H.  1856,  p.  6.8^),  who  permitted  a 
memorial  to  be  considered  although  it  related  to  a  subject- 
matter  embraced  in  a  petition  upon  which  an  adverse  re- 
port had  been  accepted  by  the  House,  and  his  decision  on 
appeal  was  sustained ;  by  Mr.  Speaker  Sanford  (H.  1874, 
p.  349),  who  ruled  that  after  an  adverse  report  of  the 
committee  on  the  Judiciary  on  a  certain  subject-matter 
had  been  accepted,  the  committee  on  Education  could  not 
report  a  bill  containing  the  same  subject-matter  as  one  of 
its  sections;  by* Mr.  Speaker  Long  (H.  1877,  p.  424), 
who  ruled  that  a  bill  coming  from  the  Senate  and  referred 
to  a  committee  of  the  House,  although  it  related  to  a  sub- 
ject before  acted  upon  by  the  House,  could  be  reported 
back  to  the  House  and  considered ;  and  by  Mr.  Speaker 
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Marden,  who,  in  1883  (H.  J.,  p.  819),  ruled  that  a  bill 
which  had  been  rejected  by  the  House  under  the  objections 
of  the  Governor's  veto  could  not  be  subsequently  moved 
as  an  amendment  to  a  bill  pending  in  the  House ;  and  in 
1884  (H.  J.,  p.  555),  that  where  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  Liquor  Law,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  on  an 
order  instructing  the  committee  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  amending  or  changing  the  statute  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  reference  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  has 
been  accepted  by  both  branches,  that  committee  could  not 
!^ubsequently  report  a  bill  providing  that  persons  licensed 
to  sell  liquors  should  be  legal  voters  of  the  town  or  city 
wherein  the  license  was  granted. 

In  no  instance,  therefore,  as  far  as  the  Chair  can  dis- 
cover after  a  most  thorough  search,  has  the  principle  been 
applied  to  a  measure  introduced  before,  and  pending  at 
the  time  of,  the  acceptance  of  the  report  claimed  to  be  a 
bar,  as  in  the  case  in  question  ;  and  the  Chair  is  of  opinion 
that  it  cannot  be  so  applied. 

All  rules  are  to  be  construed  reasonably  and  in  view  of 
all  the  attending  circumstances  which  affect  the  question 
involved. 

What,  then,  is  the  parliamentary  meaning  and  signifi- 
cance of  the  report  of  March  29,  and  its  acceptance  by  the 
Legislature  ? 

Does    the   committee    thereby   say   that  without    any 
amendment  of  existing  laws  relating  to  the  subjects  em- 
braced in  that  portion  of  the  Executive  Message  referred 
Vo  it,  it  reports  no  legislation  is  necessary ;  or  does  it  say 
rather  that  in  addition  to  the  measures  it  has  already 
recommended,  and  which  were  then  pending  for  the  con- 
sideration and  action  of  the  Legislature,  no  legislation  is 
necessary?    It  must,  to  any  reasonable  mind,  be  evident, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  what  its  intent  and  purpose 
is.    It  is  the  ordinary  and  proper  course  for  a  committee, 
to  whom  in  various  ways  subjects  for  legislative  action 
have  been  referred,  after  reporting  specifically  upon  the 
propositions  submitted  to  them,  to  report  generally  that 
no  legislation,  or  no  further  legislation,  is  expedient  or 
necessary.     Take  another  view  of  it.     Having  reported 
upon  orders  of  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  various  subjects 
contemplated  in   the   Governor's  Message  touching  the 
liquor  traffic,  the  committee  could  only  report  as  it  did 
upon  the  message  in  question.     It  would  have  no  right  to 
retain  this  until  action  had  been  had  on  the  measures 
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founded  upon  the  orders  and  then  report  anew  similar 
subjects  of  legislation,  or  measures  substantially  the  same. 
Mr.  Speaker  Jewell,  in  his  ruling  before  quoted,  very 
pertinently  to  this  point  says  :  — 

"The  Chair  is  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  true  rule  is 
that  where  a  committee  has  referred  to  it  several  petitions 
on  the  same  subject,  or  various  papers  involving  either 
directly  or  remotely  the  same  subject,  whether  Binaply  or 
connected  with  other  things  (as  in  the  present  case  of 
these  various  orders  and  the  Governor's  Message)  ;  when 
the  committee  has  once  considered  and  reported  upon  any 
one  subject  involved  in  them,  they  have  entirely  exhausted 
their  authority  over  that  subject.  After  such  report  has 
once  been  made,  the  subject  passes  beyond  their  control 
and  becomes  the  property  of  the  House. 

**  Any  papers  left  in  their  hands  which  may  directlj  in- 
volve the  same  subject,  must  be  treated  as  if  that  question 
was  not  in  them.  It  seems  to  the  chair  not  to  be  within 
the  power  of  a  committee  to  withhold  mention  of  anv 
particular  petition,  report  or  other  paper ^  and  thus  retain 
possession  of  a  subject  once  reported  upon  as  a  basis  of  a 
new  action  and  a  new  report." 

Had  the  committee  reported  on  the  Governor's  Message, 
embracing  as  it  does  these  several  suggestions  of  needed 
legislation,  that  no  legislation  is  necessary,  silently  holding 
meanwhile  the  various  orders  touching  the  same  subjects, 
and  had  the  Legislature  accepted  such  a  report,  it  would 
not  be  competent  for  that  committee  to  repoit  on  the 
orders  measures  proposing  such  legislation ;  but  having 
reported  the  legislation  contemplated  in  the  Governor's 
suggestions  on  the  orders  before  them,  their  subsequent 
report  thereon  can  only  be  held  to  mean  that  they  have  no 
further  recommendations  to  make  touching  these  subjects 
than  those  already  made ;  and  that,  therefore,  having  ex- 
hausted these  subjects  in  the  measures  already  reported 
and  then  pending  before  the  House  for  its  cDnsideratioOi 
they  now  deem  no  further  legislation  necessary.  Indeed, 
the  Governor's  Message,  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  subject- 
matter  reported  on,  is  practically  comprehended  in  the 
former  reports,  and  might  well  have  been  formally  em- 
braced therein,  and  thus  have  obviated  the  necessity  of 
any  further  report  thereon.  It  seems  idle  to  regard  the 
reports  in  any  other  light. 

How,  then,  is  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  March  29 
to  be  regarded  ?    Can  it  enlarge  or  change  the  effect  of 
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the  report,  or  attach  to  it  a  different  meaning  or  charac- 
ter than  the  fair  and  obvious  one  ? 

Here,  too,  the  application  of  the  rule  must  be  tested  in 
a  reasonable  and  sensible  manner  and  in  view  of  the  pre- 
cise situation.     To  say  that  a  report  of  a  committee  is  to 
be  deemed  to  have  been  accepted  in  a  sense  or  manner 
contrary  to  the  one  in  which  it  is  made,  is  to  stultify 
legislative  proceedings.     The  Chair  cannot  believe  that 
the  committee  on  the  Liquor  Law  intended  to  place  itself 
in  the  ridiculous  attitude  of  recommending  to  the  Legisla- 
ture specific  changes  in  the  existing  law,  and  then  saying 
that  DO  legislation  in  these  particulars  is  necessary ;  and 
the  Chair  is  equally  unable  to  believe  that  the  Legislature 
in  accepting  the  report  in  question  intended  to  preclude 
itself  from  action  upon  the  recommendations  already  be* 
fore  it.     In  the  opinion  of  the  Chair,  Rule  48  is  only  in- 
tended to  prevent  the  re-introduction  of  a  subject-matter 
that  has  previously  been  finally  determined  at  the  same 
session,  and  does  not  apply  to  measures   already  intro- 
duced and  pending  for  further  action. 

While  the  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  better 
practice  for  committees  to  delay  general  or  final  reports 
until  all  matters  which  would  be  held  to  be  embraced 
therein  have  been  finally  acted  upon  by  the  two  branches, 
still  the  Chair  rules  that  such  a  report,  made  subsequently 
to  the  measures  sought  to  be  controlled  thereby,  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Legislature,  is  not  a  bar  to  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  measures  so  previously  reported  and 
pending,  and  that  the  phraseology  of  Rule  48,  in  its  ap- 
plication to  the  introduction  of  subjects  proposing  legisla- 
tion, does  not  apply  in  this  case. 

The  bill  under  consideration  is,  therefore,  properly  be- 
fore the  House. 

Pending  the  question  on  the  engrossment  of  the  bill,  it 
was,  on  further  motion  of  Mr.  Parkman,  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  day  and  postponed  for  further  consideration 
until  to-morrow. 

On   motion  of  Mr.   Barrett  of  Melrose,   the  Bill  to  preHervauon  of 
amend  chapter  276  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1886,  being  an  ^*'^'  ""^  »*"' 
act  for  the  better  preservation  of  birds  and  game,  was 
taken  fron  the  table.    Pending  an  amendment  moved  by 
Mr.  Barrett,  and  pending  the  main  question  on  engross- 
ment, it  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  and  post-

The  Bill  relating  to  the  penalty  fi)r  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  100  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to 
intoxicating  liquors,  was  read  a  second  time,  and,  aAer 
debate,  was  rejeoted  by  a  vote  of  45  to  87. 

The  Bill  providing  that  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
chapters  100  and  101  of  the  Public  Statutes  shall  be  Bimi- 
lar  offences  was  read  a  second  time,  and,  after  debate, 
was  rejected. 

The  Bill  to  exclude  from  juries  in  the  trial  of  cases  anV 
ing  under  the  liquor  laws  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  was  further 
considered,  the  main  question  being  on  ordering  the  1)ill 
to  a  third  reading.  To  the  amendment  recommended  br 
the  committee  on  the  Liquor  Law,  to  add  a  new  section  to 
be  numbered  section  2,  as  follows:  Section  2.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  persons  so  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
where  no  license  is  required  therefor  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  Public  Statutes,  Mr. 
Wardwell  of  Haverhill  moved  an  amendment,  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  words  •*  or  to  any  person  holdino: 
only  a  sixth  class  license  or  any  employer  of  said  person." 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  this 
latter  amendment  would  make  the  bill  special  in  its  pro- 
visions, and  not  general,  as  contemplated  by  the  order 
upon  which  the  bill  was  reported.  The  Chair  declared 
the  point  well  taken,  and  the  amendment  was  ruled  out.

Memorial. 

To  the  ffanorable  Senate  and  Bouse  of  RepresenUUires  in  Congress 
assembled: — 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Conoh 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  General  Court  assembled, 
present  this  memorial :  — 

The  act  of  Congress  regulating  immigration,  passed 
1882,  and  amended  1884,  forbids  the  landing  of  convicts, 
lunatics,  idiots  or  any  other  person  liable  to  become  a 
public  charge,  and  provides  for  the  return  of  all  convicts 
arriving  at  any  port  of  the  United  States,  except  those 
convicted  of  political  offences,  to  the  countries  from 
which  they  came. 

From  testimony  submitted  to  a  committee  of  this  Leg- 
islature it  is  evident  that,  notwithstanding  these  enact- 
ments, convicts  are  released  from  penal  institutions  in 
Great  Britain  and  Germany,  before  the  expiration  of 
their  terms  of  sentence,  upon  the  condition  of  their  ac- 
cepting a  passage  ticket  to  this  country  or  to  Canada; 
that  persons  who  have  received  relief  from  public  charity, 
or  who  are  likely  to  ask  for  such  relief,  are  also  sent  lo 
this  country ;  that  a  few,  through  the  vigilance  of  the 
immigration  officers,  are  detected  and  returned ;  but  that 
by  falsehood,  subterfuge,  assistance  of  interested  pai'ties, 
and  by  being  in  possession  of  prepaid  tickets  to  some 
interior  town  or  city,  large  numbers  succeed  in  evading 
the  law,  especially  when  the  immigrant  is  accompanied  by 
a  relative  or  volunteer  friend  who  has  once  been  in  fbe 
United  States,  and  who  is  ready  to  vouch  for  the  good 
character  and  the  ability  of  the  immigrant  to  earn  a  liveli- 
hood. 

It  is  plain  that  any  examination,  conducted  with  the 
utmost  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  immigration  officer, 
of  one  thousand  or  more  passengers  at  the  gangway  of 
a  steamship,  at  the  best  can  only  be  superficial,  and  that 
convicts,  Mho  by  their  vocation  of  crime  have  habituated 
themselves  to  evade  the  law  and  deceive  detectives,  in 
many  instances  are  able  to  effect  a  landing. 

It  is  an  indisputable  and  well-established  fact  that  cod- 
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victa  are  not  only  released  from  prison,  but  that  they  are 
transported  to  this  conntry  either  at  the  expense  of  foreign 
grovernments  or  by  associations  acting  in  concert  with  the 
ofScials,  who,  in  disregard  of  international  comity,  vio- 
late the  laws  of  the  United  States,  thus  imposing  their 
burdens  upon  the  people  of  this  country — a  procedure 
which  should  awaken  the  just  indignation  of  every  Amer- 
ican  citizen,  and  which  calls  for  remedial  le^slation. 

The  reports  of  the  public  institutions  of  this  Common- 
wealth show  a  marked  dispropoi*tion  between  the  native 
and  foreign  bom  inmates,  —  the  foreign  born  receiving 
public  charity  being  60  per  cent. ,  a  very  large  proportion 
of  whom  have  arrived  in  this  country  at  a  comparatively 
recent  date.  In  other  States,  especially  those  that  have 
received  large  accessions  from  Great  Britain,  the  increase 
of  foreign  bom  in  the  charitable  institutions  is  equally 
disproportionate  to  the  native  born. 

In  one  of  the  reputable  literary  reviews  for  the  month 
of  March,  1888,  it  is  stated  that  nearly  every  pauper 
from  Gi*eat  Britain  was  assisted  to  this  country  either  by 
governmental  aid  or  by  so-called  philanthropic  associa- 
tions. 

The  transportation  of  the  improvident  and  thriftless 
classes  to  other  countries  is  openly  advocated  as  a  meas- 
ure of  philanthropy  in  an  article  published  in  a  reputable 
literary  review  in  JLondon,  January,  1888  :  — 

*'  There  is  no  wider  field  of  work  for  the  philanthropist 
than  this :  let  each  benevolent  person  take  up  one  thrift- 
less family  as  a  special  charge,  and  assist  emigration. 
Care  must  be  taken  to  provide  a  friend  on  the  other  side, 
for  the  thriftless  do  not  lose  their  thriftlessness  on  the 
voyage,  and  a  good  start  in  the  new  home  is  invaluable." 

In  1882,  and  again  in  1883,  by  acts  of  Parliament,  one 
million  dollars  was  appropriated  to  assist  emigration  from 
Great  Britain;  coincident  with  that  legislation,  and  with 
assistance  by  philanthropic  effort  in  that  country,  is  a 
marked  increase  in  the  disproportion  between  those  of 
native  and  foreign  birth  in  the  prisons,  almshouses  and 
asylums  for  the  insane  throughout  the  United  States. 

Of  paupers  in  the  almshouses  of  the  United  States  in 
1880,  there  was  one  in  986  of  the  native  born  inhabitants 
to  one  in  291  of  the  foreign  born.  Of  the  criminals  in 
prisons  and  workhouses,  there  was  one  in  938  of  the 
Dative  born  inhabitants  of  the  country  to  one  in  518  of 
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foreign  birth.  Of  the  inmates  of  insane  asjlamsy  there 
was  one  in  662  of  the  native  born  popalation  to  one  in 
254  of  the  foreign  bom. 

From  an  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  public  insti- 
tutions in  several  of  the  States,  the  evidence  seems  to  be 
conclusive  that  the  disproportion  between  the  native  and 
foreign  born  inmates  of  those  institutions  is  much  greater 
than  that  reported  by  the  Census  of  1880. 

To  the  end,  therefore,  that  the  people  of  this  Bepoblic 
may  be  protected  from  the  evils  and  burdens  resulting 
from  the  importation  of  convicts,  paupers,  idiots,  insane 
and  the  thriftless  of  other  countries,  the  Commonwealtb 
of  Massachusetts,  with  this  memorial,  asks  for  such 
amendment  of  existing  laws  as  shall  effectually  exclude 
these  classes  of  immigrants. 

The  Bill  to  punibh  the  sending  of  women  and  girh  to 
houses  of  ill-fame  and  their  detention  therein  was  further 
considered,  the  question  being  on  its  engrossment.    Tbfi 
pending  amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester, 
to  strike  out,  in  line  9  of  section  1,  the  word  '^or^aiid 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  '*  and,"  was  withdmwn 
by  that  gentleman,   there   being  no   objection.     Pend- 
ing amendments  moved    by   Mr.   Mellen,   and  amend- 
ments  moved    by  Messrs.    Wiirdwell  of   Haverhill  and 
Symonds  of  Salem,  were  adopted,  and,  after  debate,  the 
bill,  as  amended,  was  pussed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  (on  leave)  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
two  assistants  to  the  Attorney-General  was  rejected,  us 
recommended  by  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

The  Bill  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Cooley  Dickinson 
Hospital  was  further  considered,  the  question  being  on  its 
engrossment.  After  debate,  it  was  indetiuitely  postponed, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Gordon  of  New  Bedford.

Ruling  by  the

The  Bill  (on  leave)  to  amend  chapter  236  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1884  relating  to  composition  in  insolvency; 
and  the 

Bill  to  amend  an  act  relating  to  composition  with 
creditors  in  insolvency ; 

Were  severally  rejected,  as  recommended  in  each  case 
by  the  committee  on  Probate  and  Insolvency,  and  notice 
was  sent  to  the  Senate  in  the  case  of  the  last-named  bill. 

The  Bill  to  prevent  deception  in  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  butter  was  further  considered,  the  question  being 
on  ordering  to  a  third  reading.  On  the  point  of  order 
raised  by  Mr.  Dresser  of  Medford  that  the  bill  is  not 
properly  before  the  House  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  scope  of  the  bill  is  broader  than  the  provisions 
of  the  order  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for 
investigation,  which  did  not  provide  for  legislation  as  the 
result  of  the  investigation  ; 

2.  That  the  bill  is  not  germane  to  the  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  which  does  not  suggest  or  recom- 
mend any  legislation ; 

3.  That  the  purpose  of  the  bill  is  adverse  to  the  find- 
ing of  the  report ; 

The  Speaker  ruled  as  follows : 

The  last  Legislature  adopted  the  following  order :  — 
*•  Ordered,  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  be  re- 
quested and  required  to  make  special  investigation  and 
report  to  the  next  General  Court  upon  the  mauufactare 
and  sale  of  oleomargarine  and  butterine,  especially  with 
reference  to  their  healthfulness  as  articles  of  food,  and  as 
to  the  question  whether  they  are  sold  in  compliance  with 
existing  laws." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  board  is  thus  charged  with 
a  twofold  duty,  to  report,  first,  in  reference  to  the  health- 
fulness  of  these  productions  as  articles  of  food,  aud 
second,  as  to  whether  the  laws  regulating  the  sale  are 
complied  with.  In  compliance  therewith  the  board  insti- 
tuted an  investigation  and  made  report  accordingly  to 
the  present  Legislature  (Senate  Doc.  140),  which  report 
was  in  due  course  referred  to  the  committee  on  Public 
Health.  Under  this  reference  the  committee,  on  April 
13,  reported  the  bill  now  under  consideration  (House 
Doc.  375).  The  question  being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a 
third  reading,  April  18,  Mr.  Dresser  raised  the  point  of 
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order  that  the  bill  is  improperly  before  the  House,  and  be 
assigns  as  reasons,  first,  tbe  scope  of  the  bill  is  broader 
than  the  order,  which  did  not  provide  for  legislation  as 
the  result  of  the  investigation ;  second,  the  bill  is  not 
germane  to  the  report,  which  does  not  suggest  or  recom- 
mend any  legislation ;  third,  the  purpose  of  the  bill  is 
adverse  to  the  findings  of  the  report. 

The  third  reason  the  Chair  regards  as  entirely  immaterial, 
bince  the  committee  on  Public  Health  is  not  bound  to  ar- 
rive at  the  same  conclusion  as  the  State  Board  of  Health 
upon   any  statement  of  facts  presented,  nor  to  reach  the 
same  opinion  therefrom ;  otherwise  their  independence  of 
judgment  would  be  destroyed  at  the  start.    Two  questions, 
therefore,  remain  :  First,  is  the  report  of  the  State  Board 
justified   by  the  order?  and,  second,  is  the  measure  in 
question  properly  based  on  the  report?    The  first  sugges- 
tion which  naturally  arises  is,  what  purpose  had  the  last 
Legislature  in  enacting  such  an  order?    An  examination 
of  its  proceedings  reveals  the  fact  that  on  the  day  of  its 
adoption  by  the  Senate  it  had  refused  reconsideration  of 
an  adverse  vote  on  ordering  to  a  third  reading  <<A  Bill  to 
punish   Deception  in  the   Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Oleo- 
margaiine   and   other  products  of  Animal  or  Vegetable 
Oils  when  made  in  Imitation  of  Dairy  Products*'    (1887, 
Senate  Doc.   280).     Thus  it  will  be   recognized  that  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  order,  the   expediency, 
advisability,  or  necessity,  of  some  legislation  in  the  direc- 
tion indicated   was  being  considered.     On   what  other 
theory  would  that  body  have  instituted  such  an  investiga- 
tion ?    On  what  other  ground  would  the  information  to  be 
sought  be  of  service  ?    Of  what  value  was  it  unless  the 
knowledge  thus  to  be  obtained  was   to  be,  in  some  prac- 
tical way,  utilized   by  the  next  General   Court  to  which 
the  report   was   directed  to  be  made  ?    It  can  have  no 
other  scope  and  meaning,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chair, 
than  to  ascertain  for  the  guidance  of  those  for  whom  the 
information  was  intended.    What  need,  if  any,  existed  for 
legislation  to  further  regulate  the  sale  of  the  products 
mentioned?    Unless   some  such   purpose   prompted   the 
inquiry,  the  expense  and    time   were    idly    employed. 
Surely  the   last  Legislature   is   not   to   be  regarded  as  so 
acting.    But  the  gentleman  from  Medford  urges  his  point 
OD  the  ground  that  the  order  does  not  require  any  legisla- 
Vlon  as  the  result  of  the  investigation.    Is  that  essential  ?  Is 
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it  necessary  that  the  last  Legislature  should  do  more  tiian 
to  institute  the  process  for  obtaining  such  information  as 
shall  justify  future  legislation,  in  order  to  enable  the  next 
General  Court  to  inaugurate  such  a  law  as  may  be  required? 
The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislature  of  1887  in 
this  particular  pursued  the  natural  and  proper  coarse.    Id 
pursuance  of  the  authority  thus  given  and  the  duty  thus 
imposed,  the  State  Board,  among  other  topics,  included 
the  following :    **  3.  Protection  afforded  by  existing  laws, 
and  extent  of  compliance  with   such  laws."     **  For  the 
sake  of  convenience  and  as  a  matter  of  conformity  to  the 
terms   employed   in  the   National   and  State   laws,"  the 
Board  included  in  the  term  '*  Oleomargarine,**  •*  all  sub- 
stances made  in  imitation  of  butter  as  now  manufactured 
and  offered  for  sale  in  Massachusetts,"  and  proceeded  to 
investigate   the   healthfulness  of   such    substances,  aod 
whether  they  were  sold  in  compliance  with  the  existing 
laws.     For  what  purpose  was  instituted  the  inquiry  into 
their  healthfulness,  except  that  if  found  deleterious  to  the 
public  health  the  public  might  be  protected  there&om? 
Such  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  would  be 
of  no  value  save  as  it  might  be  utilized  in  the  enactmeot 
of  salutary  laws.     Had  the  Board  fouiid  these  substances 
dangerous  to  public  health,  would  any  one   doubt  that 
needed  legislation  could  be   properly  founded  on  such 
evidence,  or  that  a  measure  of  legislation  could  be  re- 
ported by  a  committee  having  the  evidence  referred  to  them 
for  their  consideration  ?    And  is  it  any  less  possible  or 
proper  for  a  committee  to  provide  further  legislation  to 
regulate  the  honest  sale  of  such  substances  if  the  evi- 
dence shows  the  need  of  it  ?    The  Chair  will  not  enter 
upon  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  report  or  of  the  results 
adducible  from  the  information  it  contains.     When  the 
chair  has  determined  that  its  contents  are  pertinent  to  the 
subject  matter  of  the  order  and  within  its  scope,  in  a  par- 
liamentary sense,  its  duty  on  this  branch  of  the  question 
is  ended.     The  general  scope  of  the  report  is  to  be  re- 
garded, however,  in  determining  to  what  extent  the  com- 
mittee  on   Public   Health   may   be  permitted  to  go  in 
recommending   legislation.      It  is  a  well-recognized  par- 
liamentary principle  <<  that  a  committee  is  not  at  liberty 
to    entertain    any   proposition   or  go   into   any  inquiry 
which  does  not  come  within  the  strict  purpose  for  which 
the  committee  is  appointed,  as  expressed  or  clearly  im-

plied  in  the  authority  conferred  upon  it,  or  which  is  not 
grounded  upon  some  paper  which  is  referred  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  committee,"  etc.    Were  it  not  so,  endless 
confusion  would  mar  the   deliberations  of  a   legislative 
assembly ;    there   would   be   no   security   from    inimical 
legislation  to  interests  or  rights  involved ;  no  one  could 
anticipate    results,   and   it   would   be  impossible  to  tell 
when  the  business  of  the  session  was  concluded,  or  when 
any  particular  subject-matter  had  been  finally  determined. 
The  observance  of  this  principle  is  likewise  essential  to 
give  the  parties  whose  interests  may  be  affected  notice  of 
the  proposed  legislation  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
As  stated  in  a  former  ruling,  the  public  has  a  right  to 
Buch  knowledge.     What  legislation  then  can  be  antici- 
pated from  the  report  of  the  board  in  view  of  the  duty 
assigned  it?  What  from  the  committee  on  Public  Health, 
acting  on  the  report  referred  to  it?    The  only  two  mat- 
ters refeired  were  in  relation  to  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  oleomargarine  and  butterine  as  articles  of  food,  and 
as   to    their    being    sold    in    conformity    to    law.      Is 
there  to   be   found  one   scintilla  of  reason  as  to  limit- 
ing the  sale   of   butter,    pure    and    simple?     Did  any 
one    ever    contemplate    that    the  inquiry   made   or  the 
legislation  to  be  proposed  would  include  butter,  because 
it  chanced  to  have  in  its  composition  coloring-matter  that 
gave  it  the  imitation  or  8eml)lance  of  yellow  butter,  or 
contemplated  legislation  to  affect  butter,  that  •*  product 
of  pure,  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  of  the  same,"  whose 
nature  and  elements  are  so  well  understood  ?    Or  was  the 
legislative  blow  to  be  struck  direct  at  the  substances  known 
as  oleomai^arine  and  butterine,  when  colored  to  imitate 
or  resemble  butter?    In  brief,  what  was  it  that  the  pro- 
moters of  this  legislation  sought  to  protect  ?    Surely  not 
oleomargarine  or  butterine,  but  butter.     The  State  Board 
was  not  directed  to  ascertain  the  healthfulness  of  butter 
when  colored,  nor  to  discover  whether  it  was  being  sold 
according  to  law.     In  the  opinion  of  the  Chair  the  com- 
mittee are  confined  to  legislation  that  shall  protect  the 
public  from  frauds  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  the  arti- 
cles—  and  the  articles  only — mentioned  in  the  order, 
namely:  oleomargarine  and  butterine,  or  the  substances 
which  are  recognized  in  commerce  as  such.     Is,  then,  the 
bill  under  consideration  applicable  alone  to  these   sub- 
stances?   It  is  not  the   province  of  the  Chair  to  discuss

the  merits  of  any  measure,  only  so  far  as  to  determine 
its  scope  and  meaning  in  a  parliamentary  view.     What, 
then,  will  be  the  effect  of  this  bill  should  it  become  a 
law ;   and  is  that  effect  essential    to    attain   the   object 
attempted?      Does   it,    in    fact,   accomplish    any   resalt 
which,  in  its  scope  and  nature,  introduces  a  subject  of 
legislation  looking  to  and  beyond  that  contemplated  in 
the  order   and    the  report  on  which  it  is  based?    The 
Chair  is  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  first  section  in  its 
phraseology  can  be  applied  to  the  coloring  of  pure  butter, 
produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or  cream,  as  well  as  to 
oleomargarine  and  butterine,  when  colored  'Mn  imitation 
or  semblance  of  yellow  butter,"  and  that  under  its  provi- 
sions every  producer  of  butter  will  be  prohibited  from 
using  in  its  manufacture  such  substances  as  are  commonly 
employed  to  give  the  semblance  of  pure  yellow  butter  so 
much  sought  after  in  our  markets.     But  whether  such  a 
treatment  of  the  subject,  such  a  provision  of  law,  is  or  is 
not  essential  to  legislation  intended  to  prevent  the  fraudu- 
lent imitation  of  pure  butter  in  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  the  substances  against  which  the  law  is  aimed,  it  is  for 
the  committee  to  consider  and  not  for  the  Chair  to  deter- 
mine.    And  it  is  possible  that  the  Chair  may  be  in  error 
in  the  construction  it  puts  upon  the  bill.    In  such  case  the 
benefit  of  any  doubt  in  this  particular  is,  according  to  well- 
established  precedents,  to  be  given  to  the  measure.    Mr. 
Cushing,  in   his  treatise  on  the  *<  Law  and  Practice  of 
Legislative   Assemblies,"  alluding  to  the    authority  of 
committees  in   reference  to  their  reports,  says :  •*  The 
committee  is  authorized  to  recommend  any  measure  con- 
nected with  and  growing  out  of  the  subject  so  referred^ 
and  of  the  necessity  or  desirability  of  any  provision  to 
render  the  required  legislation  effective  the  committee  are 
the  sole  judges.    In  considering  the  power  of  a  committee 
to  incorporate  in  a  bill  founded  upon  a  petition  which 
only  asked  for  the  use  of  bells  with  which  to  arouse  work- 
men, a  provision  that  permitted  the  use  of  whistles  and 
gongs  for  that  purpose,  Mr.  President  Crocker  ruled  that 
such  a  provision  was  proper  (Senate  88,  page  573).    He 
says:  *' Inasmuch  as  this  is  a  general   law   and  not  a 
private  act,  the  chair  feels  that  if  he  were  in  doubt  as  to  hi:; 
ruling,  it  would  be  proper  for  him  to  give  the  benefit  of  th«t 
doubt  to  the  greater  latitude  of  construction.*'  And  in  per- 
mitting   an    amendment    providing  that    the  salaries  of 
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school  teachers  shall  be  fixed  each  year  by  the  school 
committee,   to  be   moved  to   a   bill  to   secure   a    more 
permanent  tenure  of  ofiBce  of  such  teachers,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident   Piilsbury    indulged    in    the    following    pertinent . 
suggestions:     *'The    power  and   duty  of  the  Chair  ex- 
tend only  to  determine  the  question  of  order,  whether 
a  different  subject  is  introduced  by  the  proposed  amend- 
ment.    All   questicms   of  the    propriety    or  expediency 
of  legislating  in  the  form  proposed  address  themselves 
to  the  Senate  and  are  within   its  control.     If  the   pro- 
f)osed   amendment,  though  introducing  no  new  subject, 
is  so   far  different    from  the    original    proposition   that, 
for  want  of  notice  to  the  public,  or  to  those  affected, 
or  for  any  other  reason  it  ought  not  to  be  entertained,  the 
Senate  can,  and  presumably  will,  reject  it,  but  I  do  not 
think  the  rule  intends  or  that  it  is  desirable  to  vest  the 
Chair  with  so  large  a  power  of  exclusion  as  must  neces- 
sarily follow  from  the  construction  which  is  sometimes 
put  upon  it."     (1886,  Senate,  pp.  587-8.)     So,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  bill  in  question,  whether  to  effect  the  object 
sought  it  is  essential  or  proper  to  go  to  the  extent  to 
which  the  committee  have   seen  fit,  is  a  question  that 
addresses  itself  to  the  intelligence  and  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  affects  the  merits  of  the  question  at  issue, 
but  does  not  come  within   the   province  of  the  Chair. 
So  long  as  the  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  the  Bill  is  not  in 
its  subject-matter  beyond   the   scope   ot  that  referred  to 
the  committee  for  its  consideration,  it  cannot  be  regarded 
as  improperly  reported.     Every  proposition  for  legisla- 
tion should  be  allowed  to  receive  the  full  and  fair  consid- 
eration of  the  House  despite   mere  technical  objections, 
unless  some   clearly  defined  and  well  recognized  parlia- 
mentary principle   is   to  be  violated  thereby.     Our  rules 
are  not  created  to  hinder  nor  obstruct,  but  to  facilitate  and 
promote  business,  and   the   Chair  is  always  reluctant  to 
dispose  of  a  matter  upon  technicalities,  when  the  subject 
ought  to  be   determined,    if    possible,  upon   its  merits. 
Being,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  House  intended, 
hy  this  reference   of  this   subject   to  the  committee  on 
Public  Health,  to  authorize  them  to  report  thereon  such 
legislation  as  in  their  judgment  would  provide  such  pro- 
tection to  the   public  as  the   evidence  therein  obtained 
demonstrated  to  be  necessary,  and  that  the  kind  of  legis- 
lation which  would  best  provide  that  protection  was  left 
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to  their  detorminatioD,  the  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  the 
bill  reported  by  the  committee  is  properly  before  the 
House. 

pointiof  order.  Qn  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Quincy  of  Quiocy, 
that  the  pending  amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  Sanger  of 
Cambridge,  was  out  of  order,  for  the  reason  that  it  would, 
if  adopted,  make  the  bill  broader  than  the  basis  of  the 
legislation,  the  Speaker  declared  that  the  point  was  well 
taken,  and  the  amendment  was  ruled  out.

No  person  shall  manufacture,  sell,  ex- 
pose for  sale,  or  have  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
any  butter,  or  any  article  made  in  imitation  or  semblance 
of  butter,  which  contains  any  salicylic  acid,  boracic  acfJ, 
borax,  alum,  or  other  chemical,  except  dairy  salt  of  good 
quality.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  the  penalties  provided  in 
section  2." 

Mr.  Bottum  of  Northampton  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  amendment  was  beyond  t)le  scope  of  the  bill. 
The  Speaker  declared  the  point  well  taken,  and  tiie 
amendment  was  ruled  out.

The  petition  was  referred  to  the.  committee  on  Cities, 
with  instructions  to  hear  the  parties,  after  notice ;  and  on 
the  ninth  of  April  that  committee  reported  thereon  the 
bill  now  under  consideration,  printed  as  House,  No.  348. 

The  question  being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  read- 
ing, Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester  raises  the  point  of  order 
that  the  bill  is  not  responsive  to  the  prayer  of  the  petition, 
and  is  broader  in  its  scope  than  the  subject-matter  refen-ed 
to  the  committee. 

The  petition  asks  that  the  city  charter  be  so  modified 
that  the  ''police  department  of  said  city"  be  made  "a 
permanent  organization,"  so  that  the  members  thereof 
shall  be  ''appointed  during  good  behavior  and  removed 
only  for  cause,"  except  the  city  marshal  and  assistants. 

By  an  examination  of  said  charter  the  Chair  finds  this 
provision  in  relation  to  the  police  department  in  section 
13  thereof:  "The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall,  annuaUjj, 
as  soon  after  the  organization  of  the  city  government  as 
may  be  convenient,  appoint  a  city  marshal,  two  assistant 
marshals,  one  captain  of  night  police,  and  as  many  police- 
men  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  required  and  fix  their 
compensation."  It  will  be  seen  that  by  this  provision 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  are  required  in  each  year,  "as 
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soon  after  their  orgaDization  as  convenient/'  to  appoint 
the  entire  police  force  of  said  city. 

The   bill  reported  by  the  committee  provides  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

Section  1.  All  members  of  the  regular  police  force  of 
the  city  of  Worcester,  excepting  the  city  marshal  or  chief 
of  police  and  such  assistant  marshals  as  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  may  appoint,  shall  be  hereafter  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
to  hold  office  during  good  behavior ;  and  such  officers 
may  be  removed  by  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen, 
after  a  due  hearing,  for  such  cause  as  they  may  deem 
sufficient  and  shall  express  in  the  order  of  removal. 

Under  this  bill  the  next  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said 
city  will  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  selecting  a  police 
force  and  establishing  a  police  department  for  said  city 
that  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  prayer  of  said  petition, 
^^  a  permanent  organization  "  whose  members  shall  '^  hold 
office   during  good    behavior"   and    be   removable  only 
** for  cause"  and  ** after  a  due  hearing."    But  the  gen- 
tleman from  Worcester  urges  that  since  the  bill  does  not 
include  the  members  now  appointed  to  said  force,  and 
only  makes  provision  for  future  appointments  to  it,  it 
goes  beyond  the  scope  of  the  petition.     The  Chair  is  un- 
able to  so  construe  it.     In  the  opinion  of  the  Chair,  the 
structure  of  the  police  force  is  to  be  regarded,  —  its  frame- 
work, —  rather  than  the  mere  personnel ;  that  the  com- 
mittee, in  considering  the  best  method  of  accomplishing 
the  object  desired,  had  full  authority  to  include  those  now 
on  said  police  force,  and  to  make  their  term  of  office  depend 
on  good  behavior  and  not  subject  to  appointment  by  a 
new  city  government ;  or  they  could,  if  they  deemed  it 
the  wiser  plan,  apply  the  amendment  of  the  charter  to  ap- 
pointments thereafter  made.     So  long  as   a  committee 
confines  the  results  of  its  action  within  the  subject-matter 
referred  to  it,  the  manner  of  its  treatment  rests,  in  the 
parliamentary  sense,  solely  in  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  is  not  subject  to  be  revised  by  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair.     Otherwise  the  Chair  would  be  constantly  de- 
termining matters  of  legislation  upon  their  merits,  which 
should  be  settled  in  the  first  instance  by  the  committee 
bavinw  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  finally  by  the 
Legislature  itself.     In  the  opinion  of  the  Chair,  therefore, 
tte  bill  under  consideration  is  properly  before  the  House. 
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After  debate  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by 
a  vote  of  81  to  57. 

The  Bill  providing  for  the  appointment  of  three  commis- 
sioners to  inquire  into  the  maintenance  of  draw-bridges 
over  the  Charles  River  was  considered,  the  question  being 
on  its  rejection,  as  recommended  by  the  committee  od 
Finance.  Mr.  Blume  of  Boston  moved  that  the  bill  be 
indefinitely  postponed.  After  debate,  Mr.  Lyman  of 
Belchertown  moved  the  previous  question.  PendiDg 
these  motions,  and  pending  the  question  on  the  rejectioD 
of  the  bill,  as  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Finance, 
the  House,

Fellow  Members:  For  this  resolution,  and  for  the 
many  kind  expressions  of  approval  with  which  you  have 
seen  fit  to  accompany  it,  permit  me,  as  far  as  my  power 
of  words  is  able,  to  express  to  you  the  most  gniteful  feel- 
ing of  a  grateful  heart.  If  for  a  moment  I  was  led  to 
believe  that  this  resolution  was  offered  in  recognition  of 
an  old-time  custom  I  might  have  but  very  little  to  say  in 
response ;  but  I  think  I  should  do  violence  to  my  own 
feelings  if  I  did  not  believe  that  with    that  resolution 

comes  the  sincere  indorsement  of  everv  member  of  the 

to 

House,  at  whose  hand,  from  the  moment  when  you  honored 
me  by  the  distinction  of  a  unanimous  choice  on  the  first 
day  of  this  session  to  the  present  time.  I  have  received 
the  most  cordial  encouragement.     Believing,  then,  that  it 
is  no  formality,  but  an  expression  of  confidence  and  esteem 
far  beyond  any  merits  of  mine  to  deserve,  but  prompted 
hy  your  generous  charity  and  forbearance,  I  would  that  I 
could  express  in  better  terms  the  thought  that  nestles  in 
the  heart,  but  cannot  pass  in  adequate  expression  the 
feeble  lips.     I  did  not  come  to  this  chair  unfamiliar  with 
its  duties,  its  trials,  its  responsibilities,  but  a  long  ex- 
perience had  taught  me   that  whoever  was  honored  to 
preside  over  the  deliberations  of  a  Massachusetts  House 
of  Representatives  can  safely  anticipate  from  his  associ- 
ates that  courtesy,  that  consideration  and  that  co-opera- 
tion,  without  which   no   man   can   stand  in   this   place, 
however  long  his  experience,  however  much   his  confi- 
dence, and  hope  to  discharge  successfully  the  important 
duties  of  this  office.     From  you,  as  day  has  succeeded 
day,  during  the  lengthening  period  of  this  session,  I  have 
UDifornily  received  that  support,  and  to  it  I  attribute  all 
the  success  that  has  come  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  this  place.     When,  eight  years  ago,  I  was  first 
called  by  my  associates  to  the  office  of  speaker,  I  recog- 
nized that  there  were  certain  rules  which  he  would  be 
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called  to  observe  if  he  desired  to  be  successful  in  the  gov- 
ernmeDt  of  the  House,  and  you  will  pardon  me  if  1  say 
that  time  has  demonstrated  to  me  the  wisdom  of  Ihat  opiu- 
ion.     In  the  first  place,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Speaker  to  refrain  from  the  debates  of  this  body,  because, 
in  the  first  place,  he  is  debarred  from  the  opportunity  of 
the  committee  room,  wherein  the  information  is  gathered 
that  enables  the  House  to  act  rightly  in  the  determina- 
tion of  matters;  and,  second,  that  he   should    leave  il 
largely  to   the   body  to   determine   the   question   before 
it,   feeling   that   that   measure   which    cannot    secure   a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  so  large  and  intelligent  a  body  as 
this  has  not  yet  found  the  time  when  there  is  need  for  it 
to  become  law.     And  thirdly,  that  by  no  indication  from 
the  chair  should  he  let  the  House  understand   what  his 
feeling  is  in  the  matter.     Thus,  alone,  in  my  judgment, 
can  the  Speaker  prepare  himself  to  make  such  rulings  upon 
the  technical  questions  that  may  determine  the  fate  of  a 
measure  as  shall  commend  them  to  the  confidence  of  his 
associates,   and   declare   aright,    ungovemed   by  private 
opinion  in   the  matter,  the  parliamentary  law  that  shall 
stand  for  the  government  of  those  who  shall  be  our  suc- 
cessors.    It  is  no  common  honor  to  be  a  member  of  a 
body  like  this,  to  be  selected  in  the  various  localities  of 
the  Commonwealth,  to  represent  a  constituency  of  the 
citizens  of  Massachusetts  and  for  them  to  formulate  the 
statute  that  is  to  govern  the  great  interests  of  a  comrounitr 
like  Massachusetts.     I  know  you  would  not  pardon  me 
if  I   ventured   upon   any   fulsome   platitudes.     I  would 
not  belittle  you  nor  this  high  office  by  indulging  in  one 
word  of  praise  that  I  did  not  believe  was  fully  deserved, 
and  yet,  recognizing  this  principle  in  its  fullest  measure, 
I  have  to  say  that  for  diligence,  for  patience,  for  a  fair 
willingness  to  hear  every  man  for  the  cause  that  he  repre- 
sents and  then  to  determine  the  matter  before  you  upon  the 
basis  on  which,  in  your  best  judgment,  it  ought  to  stand, 
this  House  has  no  superior  and  few  equals.     And  it  is 
much  to  the  credit  of  the  House  of  '88  that  it  comes  to 
the  conclusion  of  its  labors  after  having  done  a  very  large 
amount  of  work,  earlier   than   any   House   since   1882. 
That  work  has  been  yours,  not  mine.     The  credit  for  the 
brevity  of  this  session  is  to  be  given  to  you,  and  not  to 
me,  and  if  I   have  assisted  in  any  way  to  that  result, 
it    is    because    of   your   co-operation   and    support  and 
hearty  sympathy  in  all  my  efforts  to  that  end.      I  cannot 
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fail  to  express  to  my  associate  officers  in  this  House  the 
<xreat  debt  of  gratitude  I  owe  them  for  their  cordial  assist- 
ance and  support  in  the  trying  duties  of  this  place.     To 
you,  Mr.  Clerk,  with  whom  I  have  had  the  honor  of  associa- 
tion for  a  number  of  years,  to  your  diligence,  early  and  late, 
to  your  patience,  to  your  uniform  courtesy,  the  thorough 
knowledge  for  the  discharge  of  your  duties,  I  render  you 
thanks,  only  wishing  I  could  better  express  them.     And 
to  your  associate,  who  has  come  up  along  the  path  of  duty, 
receiving  promotion  as  a  reward  for  faithful  service,  I 
would  mete  out,  as  fully  as  I  am  able,  the  same  measure 
<>t  acknowledgment.     For  the  five  years  that  I  have  stood 
ill  this  place,  the  opening  service  of  evrry  day  has  been 
conducted  by  you.  Reverend  Chaplain,  in  a  manner  that 
is  beyond  all  praise  and  commendation,  and  it  was  one  of 
the   happiest  surprises  of  the  first  day  of  last  year  and 
this   that  I  realized  you  were  to  be  at  my  left  hand  each 
day  to  give  me  inspiration  and  strength  for  the  work  that 
was  before  me.     And  to  the  sergeant-at-arms  and  all  his 
associates  in  hi»  department  I  have  to  express  my  thanks 
for  courtesy,  assistance  and  everything  that  can  make  the 
duty  and  work  of  this  office  pleasant  and  aorrecable,  aud 
I  congratulate  the  Commonwealth  that  in  looking  around 
among  her  citizens  to  select  an  officer  for  the  government 
of  that  department,  she  was  fortunate  enough  to  find  so 
able  and  efficient  a  disciplinarian  and  officer  and  sergeant- 
at-arms   for   the  Massachusetts  Legislature.     And  now, 
fellow- members,  the  finger  on  the  dial  hastening,  warns 
me  that  the  hour  of  departure  is  soon  to  be  here ;  the 
hour  that  shall  for  the  last  time  see  us  all  together  in  any 
spot  of  the  wide,  wide  world ;  for  when  we  depart  from 
this  chamber  we  go  to  diverse  paths,  never  again  by  duty 
or  by  chance   to    be  gathered,  all  side   by  side.     I    feel 
confident,  from  the  manner  in  which  you  have  discharged

I  can  only  say, 
as  a  final  word  of  farewell,  that  my  heart  wishes  for  each 
and  all  of  you  the  most  precious  blessing  that  heaven 
can  bestow,  and  a  recognition  everywhere  of  the  merit 
which  you  have  shown  you  so  abundantly  possess.

Xotice  was  received  from  the  Senate  that  the  *<  Bill  ^^*^'?imen'« 
appropriating  ten  thousand  dollars  annually  for  the  Mas-  Association. 
sachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association,"  having  been  re- 
turned by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  without  his 
signature  and  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing,  had 
failed  to  pass  that  branch,  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  present 
not  having  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

JProrogation, 

Ordered^  That  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  on  the  Prorogation. 
part  of  the  Senate  and  such  as  the  House  may  join,  be 
appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
inform  him  that  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  have 
disposed  of  all  the  public  business  which  has  been  brought 
before  them,  and  to  request  him,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  to  prorogue  them  to  the  Tuesday 
next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  next. 

Messrs.  Clark  of  Berkshire  and  Hampshire,  Pike  of 
Essex  and  Collins  of  Suffolk  having  been  appointed  said 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Messrs.  Wharton  of 
Boston,  Wadlin  of  Reading,  Ware  of  Boston,  Collison  of 
Boston,  Grosvenor  of  Ludlow,  Waters  of  Orange,  Win- 
throp  of  Stockbridge  and  Finney  of  Plymouth  were 
joined  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Wharton,  from  the  committee,  afterward  reported 
that  they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  informed  him  of  the  action  of  the  two  branches,  that 
His  Excellency  congratulated  the  members  on  the  com- 
pletion oi  their  labor,  and  said  that  he  would  communi- 
cate further  with  the  two  Houses  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

At  fourteen  minutes  past  eleven  o'clock,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  came  in,  and  stated  that  His 
Excellency  had  signed,  during  the  session,  four  hundred 
and  forty-four  acts  and  one  hundred  and  four  resolves ; 
and  that  he  had  returned,  with  his  objections  thereto,  one 
bill,  which  was  the  ^^Bill  appropriating  ten  thousand 
dollars  annually  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association." 

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had  been  directed  by 
the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in 
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compliance  with  the  request  of  the  two  branches,  to  pro- 
rogue the  General  Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  next.  And  the  General 
Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Speaker,  or  in  ca&e 
the  Speaker  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  member  present  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempot* 
or  a  Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be  the  first  busi- 
ness in  order.

18.  No  meniber  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  with- 
out leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules, 
he  may  be  required  by  the  House,  on  motion,  to  make  satisfac- 
tion therefor ;  and,  until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall  not  be  allowed 

to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse.

Committees. 

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year,  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  as  follows  :  — 

A  committee  on  the  Judiciary  ; 

A  committee  on  Probate  and  Insolvency  ; 

A  committee  on  Finance  ; 
(to  consist  of  nine  members  each). 

A  committee  on  Elections  : 

A  committee  on  County  Estimates  ; 

A  committee  on  Rules  ; 
(to  consist  of  seven  members  each) . 

A  committee  on  Hills  in  the  Third  Reading ; 

A  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills ; 
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A  committee  on  Pay-Roil ; 
A  committee  on  Leave  of  Absence  ; 
•(to  consist  of  three  members  each).

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  any  case  all  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  meml^er 
first  named  shall  be  chairman. 

23.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  any  ques- 
tion where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest. 

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report,  in  appropriation 
bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by  law, 
or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House  to 
insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall  ex- 
amine and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  piwisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  eonsistencv 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes :  provided^  that  any 
change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect,  or  any  material  change  in 

construction,  shall  be  reix)rted  to  the  House  as  an  amendment.

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  carefully  ex- 
amine and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly  and 
truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  jwlition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests,  by  a  general  law,  the  committee  to  which  the 
matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave  U) 
withdraw,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  or   ought  not  to  pass,  as 

the  case  may  be.

80.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals,  or 
of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
reported  by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by 
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pul>lic  advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested,

satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties 
interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice.

32.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  obser\^ed  in  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except 
the  rules  limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress, 
an<l  ask  leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order  and  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Regl^ak  ContSE  of  Proceedings. 

Petitions^  etc,^  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented 
before  the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders 
of  the  Day,  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  such  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  the  Senate, 

30.  Papers  from  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such 
of  these  rules  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the  House  pro- 
ceeds to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  Hotise^  not  Petitions, 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  or  the  General  Court? 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  or 
by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is  spe- 
cially ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 
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Orders  of  Inquiry. 

38.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed ;  and  if  reference 
be  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise,  the 
order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the  sub- 
ject to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Request  of  a  Member. 

39.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  pojst- 
poned  without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order 
is  proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  post^wne- 
ment. 

Bills  and  Resolves,     [See  Rule  94.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections  ;  dates  and  numbere  being  written  in  words  at  length. 
Bills  amending  existing  laws  shall  not  provide  for  striking 
wordo  from,  or  inserting  words  in,  such  laws,  unless^  such 
couree  is  best  calculated  to  show  clearly  the  subject  and  nature 
of  the  amendment.  No  repealed  law,  and  no  part  of  any  re- 
pealed law,  shall  be  re-enacted  by  reference  merely.

78.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and 
fihall  be  decided  without  debate  ;  and  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to  commit  or  recommit,  not 
exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate ;  aud  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.

or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  proposed  to 
be  inserted  shall  be  open  to  amendment  before  the  question  is 
taken  on  inserting  it. 

91.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first.

92.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

Appeal. 

93.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 

entertained  unless  it  is  seconded  ;  and  no  other  business  shall 

be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disiK)Si>d 
of.

Resolves. 

94.  Such  of  these  Rules  as  are  applicable  to  bills,  whether 
of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to  such  re- 
solves as  required  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  approval 
by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  and  have  force  as 
such.

Representatives  (to  be  placed  on  his  file,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Sergeant-at-Aims,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three 
copies  to  each  clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each 
reporter  in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  as- 
signed in  either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ; 
twenty  copies  to  the  Secretary's  oflSce  ;  six  copies  to  the  State 
Library  ;  and,  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee, 
ten  copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  re- 
port. The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the  lob- 
bies, and  distribute  the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  said  joint  committee.  [Amended  Jan.  8,

Limit  of  Time  allowed  for  Reports  of  Committees, 

Rule  9.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  tlie  second 
Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Committees  of  Conference, 

Rule  10.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote ; 
and  their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee, 
shall  be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be 
either  accepted  or  rejected ;  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had, 
except  through  a  new  committee  of  Conference.

Objection  to  the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any 
stage  prior  to  that  of  the  third  reading. 

Limit  of  Time  allowed  for  New  Business. 

HrLE  12.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other 
subjects  of  legislation,  except  reports  required  to  be  made  to 
the  Legislature,  proposed  or  introduced  after  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  February,  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended,  or  suspended,  ex- 
cept by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each 
branch  present  and  voting  thereon. 

Duties  of  the  Clerks, 

Rule  13.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee,  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee,  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  en- 
dorse upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

Rule  14.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective 
Clerks,  except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages 
may  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

Rule  15.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  en- 
grossed, they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
branches,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law ;  and  when  engrossed  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  Engrossed  Bills ;  and  when  the  same  have  passed 
to  be  enacted  in  that  House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  l»e 
delivered  to  the  committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Rule  16.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve,  or  order, 
presented  or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon 
in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  und<r  the  signature 
of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

Rule  17.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  endorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch 
the  same  originated,  which  endorsement  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.

After  said  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  enacted,  the 
Olerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for 
Ills  approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate 
tlie  day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor. 

Rule  18.  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approbation,  shall  be  laid 
before  him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of 
bills. 

Constitutional  Amendments. 

Rule  19.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and 
the  final  question  upon  agreeing  to  the  same  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays. 

Joint  Conventions. 

Rule  20.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in 
conventions  of  the  two  branches,  and  such  conventions  shall 
be  holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  convention,  and  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the 
journals  of  both  branches. 

Rule  21.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  22.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  convention 
is  formed. 

Joint  Elections. 

Rule  23.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Elections  of  United  States  Senators. 

Rule  24.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for 
Senators  in  Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  convention  of  the  two 
branches,  and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  Statutes.  The  President  of  the 
convention  shall  receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote 
for  Senator  has  been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has 
been  taken,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to 
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adjourn,  for  a  recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and 
these  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their 
arrangement,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  a  mo- 
tion is  made  for  a  recess,  and  different  times  are  proposed,  the 
question  shall  first  be  taken  on  the  most  i*emote  time ;  and  the 
time  shall  be  determined,  but  without  debate,  before  the  ques- 
tion is  put  upon  taking  the  recess.  On  either  of  the  questions 
permitted  by  this  rule,  the  sense  of  the  convention  shall  be 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  whenever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the 
members  present.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken ,  the  roll 
of  the  convention  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  oi-der ;  and  no 
member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when 
his  name  was  called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The 
call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debat-e. 

Rule  25.  Any  joint  rule,  except  the  twelfth,  may  be 
altered,  suspended,  or  rescinded,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  in  each  branch  consenting  thereto.
